The BSA Lecture Series begins its 1996 run 
with two extraordinary presentations, one 
examining design patterns through the aerial 
photography of Alex MacLean and the other 
drawn by Andrea Leers FAIA from the BSA 
co-sponsored architectural tour of Japan last 
September.

Then, on February 21, Boston architect An- 
drea Leers FAIA presents the BSA’s Annual 
Eleanore Raymond Lecture with a personal 
view of “The Contemporary Architecture of 
Japan” (such as Fumihiko Maki’s Hillside 
Terrace, above right). Leers was among the 
intellectual and architectural advisors on the 
1995 architectural tour of Japan co-spon- 
sored last Fall by the BSA, which took almost 
200 people on a 15-day tour of Japan's 
architecture. Leers, an expert on Japanese 
architecture, is also a principal of Leers 
Weinzapfel Architects, owner of its own sin- 
gular design reputation.

@ Anmahian Winton Architects for that firm's 
proposed renovation of the existing Science 
Park Green Line Station, which would, in the 
words of the jury, “transform what was merely 
infrastructure into something public in a way 
that is not only very attractive but also recalls 
an era of public-works projects that signify 
civic pride. . .” 


@ The Federal Courthouse Special Task 
Force Steering Committee and David Dixon/ 
Goody Clancy, A Division of Goody, Clancy 
and Associates, for the Federal Courthouse 
Area Master Plan that, the jury noted, “not 
only ties the Fort Point Channel Waterfront 
District to the Downtown as a pedestrian 
experience but also extends Boston's urban- 
design character into this new area.” 


@ The Blue Hill Avenue Task Force, the 
Boston Public Facilities Department, and 
Stull and Lee for a proposal that demon- 
strates “a view of how influential urban de- 
sign could be in community development.” 


@ The Boston Redevelopment Authority for 
its Fort Point Channel Convention Center 
Plan, which the jury praised for the BRA’s 
success in creating a strong physical plan- 
ning document that accomplishes the diffi- 
cult task of locating an enormous new build- 
ing type in a way the jury found appropriate 
to the area. 


The jury was chaired by George Thrush AIA, 
head of the architecture program at North- 
eastern, and included Lawrence Chan AIA 
(Chan Krieger and Associates), Margaret 
Smart-Booz AIA (Ferrara Smart-Booz), Nadar 
Tehrani (Office dA), and Roberto Unger of 
Harvard Law School.

For the past several years, an extraordinary 
team of architects has been roaming the 
Massachusetts countryside at the request of 
municipal groups seeking advice on growth 
management. 


Missy Sittler AIA (above left) and Anne Tate 
(above right) were two of the founders/de- 
signers of the BSA Task Force on Growth 
Management, a volunteer effort to help Mas- 
sachusetts citizens develop greater control 
over the growth of their communities. Over 
the years, Sittler and Tate have made pre- 
sentations on the impact of zoning regula- 
tions and planning guidelines to boards of 
selectmen/women, town planning boards, 
the League of Women Voters, the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Planning and Ap- 
peals Boards, the Massachusetts State 
House, and citizens groups throughout west- 
ern Massachusetts, the Cape, and elsewhere.

Community character is 
the focus of four new tools 


“The Northeast's rural countryside is vanish- 
ing,” warns the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation. . . so the Trust has developed 
four new tools to help residents of small 
towns and others take active roles in plan- 
ning and preserving the communities.

use and growth-management strategies for 
their communities. This publication was pre- 
pared for the Trust's Northeast Regional Of- 
fice by MIT planning consultant Philip Herr. 


“Saving Place” is the companion videotape 
the Trust created to illustrate the challenges 
and choices facing citizens in rural New 
England when they must consider future 
growth and the loss of community character. 


“A Guide and Self-diagnostic Checklist for 
Protecting Your Town's Character” supple- 
ments “Saving Place. . .” with seven, longer, 
more detailed publications developed for each 
of the six New England states and for New 
York. These state-by-state editions may be 
ordered singly or in any combination. 


“Place-Notes: Resources for Protecting Com- 
munity Character’ is the title of a fourth tool 
provided by the Trust; this one is a series of 
one-page descriptions of planning tools, how 
they are implemented, their advantages, and 
difficulties that might be encountered in us- 
ing these tools. Prepared by Philip Herr and 
Sarah James for the Trust’s Northeast Re- 
gional Office, “Place-Notes. . . is compiled 
around eight issues: institutional structure 
(conservation agencies, planning agencies, 
etc.); plans, planning and management (build- 
out studies, capital improvements programs, 
disaster planning, downtown development 
programs, open-space planning, etc); basic 
controls (codes, historic designations, zon- 
ing regulations, etc.); environmental controls 
(floodplain regulations, water resource con- 
trols, etc); town-wide/aggregate concerns 
(affordable housing, growth timing controls);

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Transportation policy seen 
as economic development 
tool 


“Transportation Vision for Greater Boston” is 
the title of a new document that details a 
vision for Boston in which transportation in- 
vestments supports economic development 
and neighborhood livability and challenges 
local and state officials to implement that 
vision by following a detailed action plan. 


This is the work of the Boston Transportation 
Policy Group, which recently released this 
vision describing how residents, commuters 
and tourists could “move around and experi- 
ence an economically thriving and environ- 
mentally sustainable Boston region in the 
year 2020.” To get to that point, according to 
Veronika Thiebach of the Conservation Law 
Foundation, will “require fundamental 
changes in the way city and state officials 
make transportation decisions and invest- 
ments.” 


This reportis divided into three parts: a vision 
of Boston in 2020, a policy section that estab- 
lishes principles to guide development and 
implementation of transportation projects and 
programs, and a blueprint for what must be 
done by whom and when. 


This study has been endorsed by a broad 
range of organizations and institutions in- 
cluding the Association for Public Transpor- 
tation, the Conservation Law Foundation, 
the Dudley Street Neighborhood Initiative, 
Fenway Civic Association, 1000 Friends of 
Massachusetts, and many others.

In 1994 the City of Boston, the BSA, and 
several other organizations and agencies 
administered a design ideas competition open 
to the public in an effort to generate usable 
proposals for the revitalization of Boston City 
Hall Plaza. 


It worked. The competition generated close 
to 200 proposals, many of which were exhib- 
ited at The Architects Building, and the revi- 
talization process has begun. A new group 
called The Friends of City Hall Plaza, includ- 
ing Cambridge Seven’s Charles Redmon 
FAIA, is now publishing a newsletter on the 
revitalization efforts.

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Federal funds aid energy 
resources effort 


The Massachusetts Division of Energy Re- 
sources (DOER) reports that the U.S. De- 
partment of Energy has provided $100,000 
to fund technical and coordination support to 
assist the Commonwealth's Bureau of Build- 
ing Regulations & Standards in reviewing 
proposed upgrading of the Massachusetts 
building energy code and also to help under- 
write the costs of training the Commonwealth's 
700 code-enforcement officials on the en- 
ergy-related elements of the code. 


The DOER also has created an Energy Ad- 
visory Committee to advise the Board of 
Building Regulations & Standards. (The Com- 
mittee includes one architect, Gordon Tully.) 
All of this activity falls under the initiative 
known as the Massachusetts Better Building 
Projects of which the BSA Codes & Regula- 
tions Committee is a part.

Architects are seeking 
“the American place” 





“A Search for the American Place in Three 
Idealized Cities: Charleston, Santa Fe, and 
Princeton” is the title of a summary report 
recently published by the national AIA Com- 
mittee on Design. 


The report, written by Andrea Oppenheimer 
Dean, began as a response to a question 
asked at one of the Committee’s meetings: 
“What makes a sense of place and how do 
we preserve it?” This group of architects 
explored the three cities noted, attempted to 
draw some lessons from each, and to identify 
implications for the development of new com- 
munities and for preventing sprawl. This 22- 
page report, which includes articles by Rob- 
ert Gerloff AIA (“Learning From the Vernacu- 
lar’) and John L. Field FAIA (“Making Places 
Out of Nowhere”), is available from the AIA

Parker Jury chooses 
not to choose 


The Harleston Parker Award, one of the 
profession's most prestigious design awards, 
is administered by the BSA and the City of 
Boston under the terms of Harleston Parker's 
will, which stipulates that the award should 
be given at least once every three years to 
“the most beautiful building or other struc- 
ture” built in the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission area in the past 10 years. 


In the decades since this award was estab- 
lished in 1923, the BSA-appointed jury has 
named 53 recipients. .. in 19 years there was 
no award-recipient nominated by the jury. 


After eight years of consecutive awards since 
1987, the 1995 jury chose not to nominate 
any project for the award. “We believe that 
this award is meant to stamp architecture of 
the highest order,” wrote the jury, “and that it 
is preferable to withhold the award rather 
than compromise our standards. . . ” Jury 
chairman David Fixler AIA (of Perry Dean 
Rogers & Partners) added that “it is unrea- 
sonable to assume that within an area the 
size of the MDC catchment region, some- 
thing will be produced every year which 
meets these exacting standards.” Fixler noted 
that “Harleston Parker himself recognized 
this when he stated that the award should be 
given from time to time, at intervals not 
exceeding three years.” 


The jury chaired by Fixler included Kay 
Barned-Smith AIA (Sunset Street Associ- 
ates) , Jim Collins AIA (Payette Associates), 
John de Monchaux LFRAIA (former MIT 
Dean), Alice Friedman (Wellesley College), 
Henry Moss AIA (Bruner/Cott), Susan Myers 
AIA (Boston’s Public Facilities Department), 
Ron Ostberg AIA (The Stubbins Associates), 
Michael Rosenfeld AIA (Office of Michael 
Rosenfeld), and Frano Violich AIA (Kennedy 
Violich Architects).

Violation of designer-selection law deserves architects’ attention 





Architects (unlike contractors) are notori- 
ously reluctant to exert their legal rights. The 
truth of this unhappy observation is particu- 
larly notable in public-sector work. Time after 
time, a Massachusetts city or town will vio- 
late some aspect of the Commonwealth's 
Designer Selection Law (M.G.L. Chapter 38, 
Section A1/2-O) in choosing an architect for 
a project, and those injured will silently slink 
away (perhaps after calling their lawyers and 
the BSAto complain). Recently, however, an 
architect took his complaints to the Office of 
the Attorney General and won. The decision 
provides useful guidance in the always-tricky 
cases in which it is necessary to determine 
how precisely a town must conform to the 
technical requirements of the law. A disap- 
pointed competitor who can demonstrate 
error on the part of the town may be able to 
have a contract award suspended if he or 
she moves quickly and aggressively. 


The client on the project at issue was the 
Dighton-Rehoboth Regional School District 
School Committee. Having determined that 
two schools in the District required updating, 
the Committee hired a design firm, KLQ, to 
conduct a feasibility study. The study was 
submitted in June 1994 and proposed cer- 
tain renovations and additions to the schools. 
A designer-selection committee was ap- 
pointed and advertisements for architects 
were placed in the Central Register and the 
Taunton Gazette. 


The Central Register notice described the 
project as a “Preliminary Design Service 
Project” with a maximum fee of $15,000 and 
also referred to an RFP and a feasibility 
study available from the awarding authority. 
The services described by the RFP stopped 
at schematic design, although the RFP also 
stated that “the project will eventually involve 
the construction [of the schools].” The Ga- 
zette advertisement described the work as 
“Preliminary Design Services — Renova- 
tions and Additions to Rehoboth School Fa- 
cilities” and referred to “specifications and 
related materials” available at the 
Superintendent's office. 


The School Committee received inquiries 
from seven design firms and proposals from 
six. Donald Prout Associates was selected 
and a contract for $12,500 was executed, 
dated February 1, 1995. The contract con- 
tained the following language in Article 12/ 
Other Conditions of Services: 
Phase One — Through schematic de- 
sign and Town Meeting — to include 
preliminary plans, elevations, and site 
plan to fix and describe the project size 
and character, including preliminary 
costestimates and preparation of graph- 
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ics/drawings required for use in promo- 
tional efforts. Phase One services will 
also include attendance at public hear- 
ings and the Town Meeting to promote 
the project. 


The total fixed fee for Phase One shall 
be $12,500. 


Phase Two Services — Design devel- 
opment through construction adminis- 
tration — as described in Article Two of 
this Agreement. 


The fee for Phase Two services shall 
be a fixed fee, and shall be determined 
upon finalization of the scope of the 
project. 


While Prout was preparing schematic de- 
signs, the School Committee was notified by 
the State Department of Education that it had 
been approved for 75% reimbursement of 
construction and interest costs for expansion 
and renovation of the two schools. Shortly 
thereafter, Rehoboth’s Town Meeting ap- 
proved both projects and, on April 12, 1995, 
the School Committee entered into a con- 
tract with Prout for design development 
through construction administration services 
for both schools. Total architectural fee for 
Phase Two: $510,000. 


Alert readers at this point will ask — didn’t the 
original advertisements describe a fee of 
$15,000 for a substantially smaller project? 
The same thought occurred to architect Rob- 
ert Haig, principal of Robert Haig Associates. 
He made inquiries to Rehoboth town offi- 
cials. Failing (as is so often the case) to 
receive a satisfactory response, Haig filed a 
protest with the Office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral on April 17, 1995. (Under Massachu- 
setts law the Attorney General is now re- 
sponsible for enforcing the Designer Selec- 
tion Law, a duty formerly carried out by the 
Department of Labor and Industries.) 


The Attorney General's legal staff upheld 
Haig’s protest and issued an opinion on May 
31, 1995, stating that the School Committee 
had violated the Designer Selection Law. To 
comply with the statute, an advertisement for 
design services “must be sufficient to put all 
interested parties on notice as to the nature 
and extent of the services sought by the 
awarding authority,” the opinion held. Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws (Chapter 7, Sec- 
tion 38D) expressly requires that each adver- 
tisement include “a description of the project, 
including the specific designer services 
sought, the estimated construction cost, and 
the time period within which the project is to 
be completed.” Only advertisements that 
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include adequate information will ensure “an 
honest and open procedure for competition 
for [the design] contracts.” 


The advertisements that the School Commit- 
tee placed in the Central Register and the 
Taunton Gazette were not only lacking in 
sufficient detail — they were misleading as 
well, the opinion pointed out. “It is easy to 
see [why Haig] decided not to inquire further 
about this project when he saw the advertise- 
ments in November 1994, which character- 
ized the project as a ‘preliminary design 
service contract’ with a fee not to exceed 
$15,000.” Obviously, Haig relied on the 
content of these advertisements, decided to 
wait for the advertisement for the subse- 
quent design services, and lost the opportu- 
nity to compete for the project. 


The opinion, as is typical of public bid law 
generally, interprets the Designer Selection 
Law rigorously as requiring an adequate 
description of the designer’s scope of ser- 
vices within the four corners of the advertise- 
ment itself. The RFP was never referred to 
in the newspaper advertisement and was 
only incorporated by reference in the Central 
Register notice; its key provision regarding 
the scope of the project was not even men- 
tioned. Consequently, the Attorney General's 
staff concluded that it was irrelevant that an 
architect who managed to track down the 
RFP would have learned from it that the 
project was to take place in two phases and 
that the contract was for the complete project. 


This ruling, though it constitutes a real trap 
for unwary municipalities, is not particularly 
problematic for architects and in fact prob- 
ably will serve to increase competition for 
public work. Of greater concern is the Attor- 
ney General's second holding — that by not 
stating in the original contract a fixed dollar 
fee for Phase Two services, the School Com- 
mittee violated Section 38G(c) of the De- 
signer Selection Law, which requires that all 
fees be stated as a total dollar amount. 


Here the opinion’s reasoning must be chal- 
lenged. The contract stipulated that the 
Phase Two fee would be a fixed fee, to be 
determined upon finalization of the scope of 
the project. The intent of Section 38G(c), 
requiring a fixed fee, is to protect unsophis- 
ticated awarding authorities from hourly-rate 
or percentage contracts that could exhaust 
their budgets. There is no evidence on these 
facts that the School Committee or its archi- 
tect was attempting to evade the fixed-fee 
requirement; they were simply postponing 
the establishment of a dollar amount until 
they knew enough about the project to pro- 
ceed sensibly. Since the Attorney General's 


opinions are advisory rather than binding, 
one would speculate that unless and until a 
court validates this aspect of the opinion, 
counsel for municipalities or design profes- 
sionals will not urge their clients to follow it. 


The final lesson to be gleaned from this case 
returns me to the curmudgeon-like mood of 
my opening paragraph. Given the compel- 
ling facts, and the time pressure here, why in 
the world would an architect go to the Attor- 
ney General's office instead of to Superior 
Court? Itis true that many awarding authori- 
ties, solong as aprotester moves quickly, will 
stop their proceedings once informed that a 
protest has been lodged with the Attorney 
General. Others, however, will ignore any 
action short of an injunction, which the Attor- 
ney General has no power to issue in these 
cases. To get an injunction (as all contrac- 
tors and their attorneys know) one must turn 
to Superior Court, which can act within hours 
to suspend a contract award, shut down a 
project, and/or award money damages. An 
advisory opinion from the Attorney General 
is cheaper, but toothless against a defiant 
municipality unless used in court. In this 
case, Dighton-Rehoboth quickly made clear 
its intention to defy the Attorney General's 
advice, and even the Attorney General's 
staff tactfully pointed out to architect Haig 
that if he wished to have any real impact on 
the contract award, he might be better off in 
court. What he appears to have achieved 
instead is a moral victory. The profession 
should demand more than that. 


In weighing the ultimate impact of this deci- 
sion one should keep in mind that while the 
Attorney General's opinions are advisory 
and do not carry the weight of judicial deci- 
sions, they are usually treated with defer- 
ence by the courts.

Brown has been work-curriculum advisor at 
the Boston Architectural Center for many 
years and currently serves as the BAC’s 
Director of the Practice Curriculum. 


The DSB, which selects design firms for 
Commonwealth-funded projects, also in- 
cludes two other recently appointed archi- 
tects, James Crissman FAIA and Frank Mead 
AIA, both nominated by the BSA as reported 
in the last issue of the ChapterLetter. In 
addition to these five architects, the 10-mem- 
ber DSB also includes engineers Roland 
Martineau, P.E., John Pema, P.E., Gordan 
Borek, P.E., and Arthur Tocci, P.E. and pub- 
lic member Mark Lombardi.

U.S. job market for 
architects surveyed 


The BSA has just completed its sixth annual 
survey of AIA chapters in all 50 states to get 
a sense of the varying job markets for archi- 
tects in this country. The BSA survey was 
conducted in the Fall of 1995 and, as we go 
to press, 42 responses had been received 
from all parts of the nation. 


As was the case last year, the news this year 
is far better than the preceding year. Two 
years ago, nota single region of the country 
reported that its local economy was boom- 
ing. Last year, seven AIA chapters reported 
booming economies. And this year 14 chap- 
ters report that “we're booming and our firms 
are desperate for skilled architects at every 
experience level.” These “boom” areas in- 
clude South Carolina (big boom), Arizona, 
Southwestern Pennsylvania, Washington 
DC/Northern Virginia/Maryland, Middle Ten- 
nessee, Colorado, Mississippi, Georgia, Utah, 
lowa, Oklahoma City, Montana, and Ne- 
braska. 


An additional 15 AIA chapters report that 
there regions are “purring along o.k.”—these 
regions include Michigan, Vermont, North 
Carolina, Dallas, Kentucky, Miami, The 
Tampa Bay Region, Southwest Washington, 
Virginia, St. Lewis, Philadelphia, Seattle, 
Monterey, Houston, South Texas, and 
California's Santa Clara Valley. 


At the next level down, Spokane, Maine, 
California's East Bay Counties, Connecticut, 
Rochester, San Diego, San Francisco, and 
almost all of the rest of California report that 
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their economies are “flat” and there are no 
predictions of quick turn-arounds. 


The most pessimistic reports came from the 
Pasadena area of California and from Ha- 
waii, both of which report that their regions 
are in a “down” cycle, and from Santa Bar- 
bara, the only region of the country to de- 
scribe its economy as “busted.” Perhaps it is 
the general economic malaise of California 
that is, again, the most striking result evident 
in this year’s survey. As one AIA chapter 
executive in California said in response to 
this survey: “We have too many architects 
and too many lawyers in this state.” 


While the survey this year reveals more 
positive information about national economic 
trends than the last several years, several 
areas of the country clearly are still suffering. 
Even those regions that find themselves in 
the middle of a building boom urge architects 
to call local AIA chapters before packing up 
and moving to what may appear to be amore 
favorable economic climate. (The excep- 
tions are North Carolina, South Carolina, 
and Dallas, all three of which encourage 
architects to come on down.)

During the past several years we have read 
articles in the national architectural press 
about architecture as a “white men’s profes- 
sion,” a profession in which women and 
minorities and others who don'tfit the stereo- 
type still have a hard time making it in our 
profession. These national diversity confer- 
ences demonstrate that the stereotype is 
crumbling and that diversity increasingly is 
not only honored but perceived as an advan- 
tage to architecture firms in the U.S. 


In the BSA-hosted diversity conference in 
August, we will be addressing diversity is- 
sues as they relate to the community (urban 
design and planning, social responsibility, 
grassroots advocacy, political activism, edu- 
cation, and architecture) and also how they 
relate to business issues for design profes- 
sionals (expanding your client base, commu- 
nications, using diversity to your business 
advantage, dealing with clients, M/WBE strat- 
egies, opportunities in public and corporate 
arenas, gaining visibility, sharing resources).

Who is this person behind 
the paper ? 





A pile of resumes, an approaching deadline, 
and a tight budget can make hiring decisions 
time-consuming and risky endeavors. Trying 
to read between the lines of a resume, get- 
ting past the glossy portfolio photographs of 
the actual work, and cultivating the essential 
information about a candidate during an in- 
terview. . . the whole process can be over- 
whelming but it doesn’t need to be. 

Before you begin the interview, or even the 
resume-screening, construct a job descrip- 
tion — a few brief notes on the day-to-day 
duties of the person to be hired. From there, 
list the skills required to get the job done, 
separating out the “simply desirable” at- 
tributes. Finally, set realistic parameters for 
the level of experience that is likely to be 
necessary to do the job. Now, with your 
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thoughts and goals organized, you are ready 
for “the hiring game”. 


What do these resumes really say? A sign of 
a good candidate is a thoughtful coverletter 
that directly addresses the situation at hand. 
A concise resume, listing experience and 
detailing roles played on particular projects, 
canindicate an ability to organize and present 
relevant material alongside the quantitative 
information it gives you about the candidate. 
Exact dates and the specifics of roles played 
are favorites for stretching so, if the dates 
don't work out, a few additional questions 
may be in order. A gap in the experience 
chronology might warrant a question as well. 


What's the story behind the portfolio? A 
portfolio with nothing but working drawings 
can be rather dull. Including eye-catching 
renderings and photos that show the product 
of a team effort is quite common and is an 
effective way to provide a project overview. 
Determining exactly what roles a candidate 
played can be more difficult. A construction 
administrator, for example, may have very 
little presentable evidence of his or her actual 
role. Questions designed to elicit the scope 
of one’s involvement (such as the program 
behind the project, how long the project was 
on the boards, the level of clientinvolvement, 
or the problems encountered during con- 
struction) help to clarify the scope of a 
candidate's abilities. Also, while a candidate 
will not bring work he or she is not happy with, 
the story of why certain work was not in- 
cluded may be enlightening. 


Who is this person behind the paper? Evalu- 
ating leadership, responsibility, and person- 
ality is the most difficult part of the interview. 
Try asking how a candidate handled a par- 
ticularly difficult situation, what work experi- 
ence was his or her favorite and why, or his 
or her views on relevant professional issues. 
A brief conversation between a candidate 
and a CAD manager helps clarify the 
candidate’s CAD capabilities — some firms 
have even developed their own tests. Delv- 
ing into dreams and aspirations may help 
you to evaluate the potential match better 
than areview of past work. Don’tforget to ask 
about visa status, professional licensing, or 
degrees earned; find out if a candidate has 
outside commitments or obligations that might 
encroach upon his or her performance.

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It's time to change public contracting policies 








The news is good for our industry. The Mas- 
sachusetts Taxpayers Foundation (MTF) 
recently completed its Research Paper en- 
titled “Public Sector Design in Massachu- 
setts -- A Review of the Architectural/Engi- 
neering Industry and Public Contracting.” Its 
findings and recommendations are closely 
aligned with our interest for change. In the 
opening paragraph the report states: “... in- 
estimable taxpayers dollars are wasted an- 
nually. By delaying project completion, cre- 
ating additional agency and designer paper- 
work, increasing the cost of competing for 
public-sector work, and discouraging inno- 
vation by design professionals, current pro- 
cedures work to raise rather than lower over- 
all costs.” 


For years the American Consulting Engi- 
neers Council of New England (ACEC/NE) 
has sought changes to public contracting 
policies. Although there have been some 
successes, most efforts for change have 
failed, and the trends away from reasonable 
contracting practices continue to increase 
relentlessly. Salary and overhead caps are 
spreading. Cost competition for professional 
services is growing. Unproductive paper- 
work and government intrusion into our busi- 
nesses are increasing. 


From 1991 to 1994, ACEC/NE expended a 
great effort crafting proposed revisions to 
M.G.L. Chapter 7 and constructing a fragile 
coalition among our membership and others 
seeking to legislate Qualifications-Based Se- 
lection (QBS) for the Commonwealth and its 
political subdivisions. It failed. Committees 
and representatives have met one-on-one 
with Secretaries and Executive Directors of 
state agencies and departments to seek 
relief from onerous contracting practices. 
Little progress has been achieved. . . 


The industry efforts for change have been 
largely unsuccessful simply because there is 
no motive for the public sector to change. To 
many in public service our concerns are only 
a matter of profit. And against a backdrop of 
design viewed as a commodity, why not get 
the best price? Who really cares about this 
except us? 
A powerful tool 

Well, now we have a very convincing ally — 
the taxpayer. This is the perspective of the 
MTF Research Paper. It found disincentives 
to design excellence through caps and price 
selection. It found unnecessary and costly 
bureaucracy associated with auditing and 
excessive oversight. It faults costly and 
lengthy public procurement procedures. It 
concludes that the public is not getting the 
best value in the constructed project. It is a 
powerful tool for change. 
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It is only a tool, however, and it must be 
wielded. The MTF Research Paper will not 
make a difference on its own. Someone 
needs to make it a cause. ACEC/NE, allied 
with the Boston Society of Architects and 
other industry groups, must take up the chal- 
lenge. 


If we ever hope to change the way we do 
business in the public sector, nowis the time. 
The Weld Administration has declared and 
demonstrated its business friendliness. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has promised to look at 
the concerns of the A/E industry. The press 
is currently reporting on the Administration's 
“downsizing government’ initiative. And now 
we have the tool for justifying change. 
The plan 

The leadership of ACEC/NE presented a 
two-phase plan for achieving the changes 
advocated by the MTF Research Paper at a 
September dinner meeting of engineers. 
Phase One involves meeting with top state 
officials (agency heads, cabinet secretaries, 
Lieutenant-Governor) to presentthe findings 
and seek a coordinated change in policies to 
implement the recommendations. Simulta- 
neously, the MTF has been releasing its 
findings to the press and meeting with daily 
newspapers across the State. 


Phase Two will be more intensive and ex- 
pensive, and will be initiated if little progress 
is achieved in Phase One. It will mobilize a 
grassroots effort among employees of A/E 
firms statewide to advocate the recom- 
mended changes in a well-orchestrated, 10- 
month campaign. It will also gather support 
of opinion leaders and build a wider coali- 
tion. 


The key to success is the broad support 
among A/E professionals. The first phase, 
estimated to cost $60,000, is under way, with 
pledges in excess of $40,000 in hand. The 
funds will be applied to the cost of focus 
group research by Opinion Dynamics, cam- 
paign planning by The Choate Group [the 
ACEC/NE and BSA lobbyist], legal and ac- 
counting advice , and other efforts including 
research directed at determining the costs to 
the Commonwealth of wasteful practices. 
The additional funds to pay for Phase One 
will be gathered through a voluntary [ACEC/ 
NE] dues assessment. Phase Two is ex- 
pected to be substantially more expensive 
and will require broad A/E firm employee 
participation. The plan for Phase Two will be 
developed as a part of Phase One. . . The 
leadership of ACEC/NE has measured the 
will of the organization and is now moving 
ahead. [If you are willing to help, call me at

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The Recommendations 


Whatare the specifics? Recommenda- 
tions taken from the MTF Research 
Paper include: 


@ Eliminating multiple State audits 

@ Abolishing overhead and salary caps 

@ Using QBS instead of fee-bidding 

@ Encouraging fixed-price contracts 

@ Reducing wasteful paperwork, docu- 
mentation and proposal practices. 


The ACEC/NE leadership has con- 
cluded that all of this can be achieved at 
| the state level through policy changes. 
| And further, the effect of these changes 
at the state level will be to push munici- 
pal practices towards beneficial change.

“BUILD IT!” also explores the “Big Dig” con- 
struction in the Fort Point Channel area.

future architects, engineers, and builders. As 
the “Big Dig” progresses, exhibit compo- 
nents will evolve to incorporate and translate 
the design and construction activities occur- 
ring all around the museum.

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Foundation lends support to public education programs across Massachusetts 


The Massachusetts design and construction 
industry —through the Boston Foundation for 
Architecture — has made nine grants totaling 
$25,000 to help support Massachusetts com- 
munity education programs that promote 
awareness of design and the built environ- 
ment in general. 


The nine grant-recipients are among 34 or- 
ganizations and individuals who responded 
to the Foundation’s RFP last Spring; the RFP 
focused on “Investmentin the Public Realm.” 


“Over the next decade,” the RFP stated, 
“there will be a need to invest in public 
improvements — in infrastructure such as 
roadways and bridges, to be sure, but also in 
public buildings, schools, parks, stadiums, 
recreation facilities, railways and transit ter- 
minals, airports, water transportation facili- 
ties, pedestrian walkways, and the other 
essentials in everyday life in towns and cit- 
ies. The Boston Foundation for Architecture 
wishes to encourage a greater public aware- 
ness of the value of well-designed public 
places.” 


This was the third year in which this RFP was 
issued and, according to Foundation Chair 
Robert Brannen FAIA, once again the re- 
sponses were “extraordinarily thoughtful and, 
on some level, all deserved serious consid- 
eration.” Brannen noted thatthe limited funds 
available to the Foundation made it impos- 
sible for the Trustees to offer financial sup- 
port to all of the worthwhile programs they 
had an opportunity to consider. In the end, 
Brannen said, the Trustees decided to invest 
in the nine efforts described below because 
of their special value and relevance to the 
kinds of public education programs of inter- 
est to the Trustees. The descriptions below 
also include the names and telephone num- 
bers of the appropriate people to call for 
more details on each of the funded projects.

“Frank Lloyd Wright — you can see him developing 
out of the Transcendental tradition, out of Emerson 
and Whitman, the merging of the building and the 
landscape. Space that flows freely in an American 
way, yet always with a line between inside and 
outside, with a suggestion of compartmentaliza- 
tion. Throughout his career, he seems to me to be 
both Modernist and primordially American. . . Mies 
van der Rohe is at the other end of the spectrum, 
a modernist, not organic, not connected to the 
landscape although not antithetical to it. He tries to 
do something that is a special kind of feat in 
relation to the landscape. He makes extremely 
pure objects that manage somehow not to be 
precious. Helifts where Wrighthugs. .. Le Corbusier 
is a big presence in my intellectual life. He's some 
much more complicated, intellectual, with a com- 
plexity of space. It's complexity made visible, 
many angles through which to think, view, andlive, 
ever-changing vistas. His Carpenter Center here 
at Harvard — no one can achieve any single total 
vision of it. It’s so self-reflective and complex in 
structure, with elliptical transitions. It's another 
aspect of the human mind. They are literary ana- 
logues. You think of the apprehensible and pre- 
dictable narrative flow of Victorian fiction. Corbusier 
is moire like Joyce, or Eliot's ‘Wasteland’.” — Har- 
vard University President Neil Rudenstine in an 
interview with Robert Campbell FAIA (The Boston
